The Situation in France—A Spirit of Revo- 
tion in Paris. 


CHICAGO, III., December 1.—A special cor- 
respondent of the Chicago Daily News tele 
gruphs from Paris under yesterday’s date as 
follows: ‘‘It is impossible to test the temper 
of the French mind to-night. If you accept 
appearances you will decide that the Republic 
is safe. Depending on analogy, history 
aud what experienced European observers 
say, you will conclude that the political vol- 
cano is about to emit its horrors. While the 
tendencies are revolutionary, though one 
finds in the situation hope that calmer judg- 
ment will prevail.

The Radicals, even fire-eaters like 
Rochefort and destructionists like Deroulede, 
have abandoned the conspiracy to overthrow 
Grevy under a pretense of wiping out Govern- 
mental shame and scandal. Alarmed by the 
unconscious boost they had given their great 
mortal enemy, Ferry, they are now offering 
their support to Grevy. 0 

Paris is calm, but it is acaim which causes 
distrust on the part of the authorities, and 
precautions have been redoubled. Eight 


regiments of cavalry are held in readiness at 
Versailles. Yesterday and to-day the streets 
were placarded in all directions with posters 
which were torn down as fast as possible by 
the police. These read: 
‘*‘PEOPLE OF PARIS! 
rn REPUBLIO IS IN DANGER. 

„The Congress ts about to name Grevy’s 
successor at Versallles. There is a monstrous 
conspiracy to deliver the country to Ferry, 
the famine breeder; to Ferry the Tonquinois; 
to Ferry the valet of Bismarck. 
Republicans of all shades, Socialists or 
revolutionaries, shall weallow such a crime 
to be perpetrated?

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PAENELL’S INCOGNITO. 


His Friends to Retaliate on the Times—The 
Thackeray Fuss. 
Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

LonDoN, December 1.—In a talk with a lead- 
ing member of the Nationalist party on the 
subject ofthe Times setting spies on Parnell 
and finding him living incognito in the village 
of Brockley in Kent under the name of 
Preston he told me that Parnell is 
in a delicate state of health, ex- 
tremely thin and pale. He had a perfect 
right to seek repose while Parliament is not 
sitting. He was not surprised at the conduct 
of the Times, but the Parnellites were deter- 
mined to retaliate and a watch will beset on 
the private movements of the Times’ writers. 
I faney this will prove rather awkward. 
There must be a good number of 
journalists who, in spite of high 
professions in public, would shrink 
from such an ordeal. The Times has only dis- 
covered a mare’s nest. Parnell is leading a 
quiet, respectable life. The spying is con- 
demned with remarkable unanimity, even 
the Observer and World being indignant. The 
latter makes the discovery rather late that 
Parnell is a gentleman, entitled to be treated 
as such. Perhaps misgivings respecting this 
fresh departure is the real meaning of the 
sympathy with Parnell. 

THE THACKERAY FUSS. 

Mr. Brookfield now says his mother offered 
the Thackeray letters in the first instance to 
Smith, Elder & Co., who did not believe they 
would interest the general public or add to 
Thackeray's reputation. His mother 
then obtained from MThackeray’s daugh- 
ter, who should know whether 
she was entitled to give such authority, full 
permission to publish the letters, and ar- 
ranged with the Scribners, who left 
her all the rights to the English 
edition. Smith, Elder & Oo. then dis- 
covered the public interest in the letters and 
made arrangements with the Scribners, but 
such an arrangement was not that anticipated 
by the Scribners. The Scribners, therefore, 
had to alter the proposal to Mrs. Brookfield, 
owing to the terms they were compelled to 
make with Smith, Elder & Co., but, under the 
circumstances, Mrs. Brookfield. was amply 
satisfied by the Scribners.

The Chronicle gives a strange account of a 
trial in Tolaxa, a village in Malaga, Spain, of 
some religious fanatics of strange practices. 
They originally went naked like Adam and 
Eve before their fail, but the authorities inter- 
posed. Since then they have inflicted 
wounds upon themselves in imitation 
of crucification, and burnt all their 
goods, believing a higher power would pro- 
vide food.

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AN UNSAVORY SCANDAL. 


The Domestic Miseries of a Festive Broker 
Aired in Court. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

LONDON, December 1.—In the bankruptcy 
court yesterday there appeared for examina- 
tion Mr. William Copeland Borlese, who was 
Under Secretary of the Local Government 
Board in the last Gladetone Administration. 
His examination developed a very unsavory 
scandal. His liabilities were shown to amount 
to over $200,000, while his assets were a trifle 
over $80,000. He was examined concerning a 
claim of one Mme. De Quiros. The bankrupt 
declared he was a member of the late Govern- 
ment as Under Secretary of the Local 
Government Board, and that his salary 
was $7,500 a year, which was after- 
wards reduced. He received, while in office, 
the sum of $1,500. Mme. De Quiros had been 
entered on his statement of debts as a creditor 
for 38,111, and there was appended theretoa 
note to the effect that the money claimed by 
her had been lent between 18838 and 18387, and 
she had recovered a judgment of £3,700 in de- 
fault of his belng able to pay the money into 
court, but that be did not admit the claim, as 
she was in possession of furniture, jewelry 
and other articles of his which more than 
cleared the debt. That statement was abso- 
lutely true. He denied that he owed her any- 
thing. 

PDo you swear that she never lent you any 
money?’’ 

To the best of my recollection she has not, 
I firet knew Mme. De Quiros when she 
living at Hyde Park place. There she 
furnished houge of her own. 

Did you not pass as Mr. De Quiros?’’ 

Never that Iam aware of. The servants 
might have announced me as Mr. De Quiros, 
but I never went by that name. 

Were you a married man at that ume?“ 

171 was. * 

Did you conceal from her the fact that you 
were a married man?“ 

‘*Certainly not; she knew it. When I first 
knew her she was possessed of some furniture 
at Hyde Park place, but I afterwards paid £800 
to retain the whole of the furniture. There 


Tallowed her it at first because I knew her 
) Bistory and pitied her, But it was afterward 
torte from me.’’ . 

What do you mean by that expression?“ 

It was extorted from me in consequence of 
my public position asa Member of Parliament. 
It was not an extortion. at first, but it became 
one when this iady followed me all over the 
world, to Spain, and finally to Wales, where I 
bad to obtain police. protection against her 
and the bully who was with her. That was 
during 1886.’’ 

Mr. Borlese went on to say he had given her 
certain articles of jewelry, which he had ro- 
ferred to in the statement of his debts, but he 
had since given up all claim to the jewelry. 
All he now claimea was the furniture. 
The last £500 he had givon to her in 
Trafalgar square. She was passing in 
a cab and when she caught sight of him she 
stopped itand flewrat him. After insulting 
him before people whom he knew she made 
him get into the cab with her and drive to the 
bank and get £500 forher. It wasafact that 
she had given a bill of sale on the furniture in 
Queen Anne street to a Mr. Brown, and he had 
given her money to repay Brown. The money 
she had received from the bill of sale, together 
with some other money which he found, he 
lent to Thos. Howden to enable him to pay 
some debts on the Stock Exchange and to 
save him from being struck off the Stock 
Exchange. The transaction with Howden 
had cost him upward of £3,000 altogether. 
Everything in the house was charged in the bill 
of sale, inoluding his jewelry. He denied that 
the furniture belonged toher. After the pay- 
ment to Brown, Mme. De Quiros thought there 
were ghosts in the house, and removed to 
Clarence Terrace. At that time the extortions 
began. Mme. De Quiros accused him of things 
which he had never done, and on one occa- 
sion, at 2 0o’clock in the morning, she insisted 
on forcing her way into his wife’s bedroom 
and telling her what she was, and whoshe 
was. Since then his lite has en 
one of untold misery in consequence 
of the action of Mme. De Quiros. 
In all the letters that he addressed to Mme. 
De Quiros he wrote in terms of endearment be- 
cause he feared thatifhe altered his style he 
would have been immediately attacked. He 
could not tell where certain letters which 
were handed him were written, because they 
were not dated. But he did not think he 
wrote to her after the interview between her 
and his wife. The cross-examination devel- 
oped further miseries of a domestic nature. 
The case is the talk of the clubs.

CINCINNATI, November 28.—Cincinnati is 
making a vigorous effort to secure the Repub- 
lican, Democratic and Prohibition National 
Conventions. A meeting of prominent citi- 
zens was held last June, at which Andy Hick- 
enlooper presided, with Julius Balke, Jr., as 
Secretary. Sevoral committees were ap- 
pointed to solicit a guarantee fund, pre- 
pare un address to the Nutional Com- 
mittees, and a committee of twepty-five to 
Washingt: n. The matter has been 
pushed ever since that meeting The guaran- 
tee fund now exceeds $50,000. To-night a com- 
mittee of ten went to Chicugo to meet the 
Prohibition National Committee with a view 
of having their convention heid in tnis city. 
On December 4 another delegation, which will 
include many prominent Republican citizens, 
will go to Washinuton to confer with the Re- 
publican Committee, and later on a committee 
ofieading Democrats willattend the meeting 
of the National Committee of their party. 

This city is particularly anxious to obtain 
the conventions because next year the centen- 
nial of Cincinnati and the Ohio Valley will be 
celebrated here with a great international ex- 

osition, which will begin July 4 and end 

otober 27. If the conventions come here 
their sessions will undoubtedly be held in Mu- 
sic Hail, which has a seating capacity of 4,500, 
with room ior 1,000 more onthe stage. The 
hall on several occasions has contained 7,000 
ople. The Republican Convention of 
Bie. at which Hayes was nomi- 
nated, and the conventiun which 
selected Hancock as the Democratic standard- 
bearer in 1880, was held inthis hall. It is be- 
lieved that the hotel accommodations are 
ample. The committee which will go to 
Wash ington think that 50,000 people can easily 
be taken cure of by the hotels and boarding- 
houses in the three cities of Cincinnati, New- 
port and Covington. A. G. Cone, proprietor 
of the Gibson House, who is one of the most 
active in trying to secure the conventicus, 
says the local committee have pledges from 
pnough members of the National Republican 
Sommittee to give Cincinnati the convention.

BALTIMORE, November 28.—No oruanized ef-

Itimore as the meeting place. Its central 
lotion makes it most acceptable, as well as 
mokt accessible, to all sections, and its fame 
as the home of hospitality is a guarantee that 
the dulegates and their friends would be 
treated with a enuine Maryland wel- 
come. The hote accommodations are 
of the very best, and fully equal 
to any demand made upon them. 
There are several halls aud theaters large 
enough for the convention, notably the Fiith 
Regiment Armory and Ford’s Grand Opera- 
house.

A CALL FROM CULTURE’S CENTER. 

Boston, November 28.—There is no doubt 
that Boston would like to have the Democratic 
National Convention held here. The subject 
has already been talked of, and now that the 
politicians are casting ‘about for a place to 
have the convention the discussion is renewed 
with vigor. There are many men here who 
would go deep into their pockets in order to in- 
duce the President-makers to come here and 
do the preliminury work. Among those who 
favor such a scheme is F. O. Prince, who, for 
over twenty years, has been the Secretary of 
the Democratic National Committee, and has 
attended all national conventions since the 
war. Mr. Prince says: 

‘*] see no reason why the convention cannot 
be held bere. Iknow the wish has been more 
than once expressed by the members of the 
National Committee that we should come 
here, but for lack of accommodations I telt 
that I had no ground for encouravinge the de- 
sire. Lack of hotel accommodations and a 
suitable hall formed an objection, but now no 
city in the country can furnish better accom- 
modations in this respect. 

Mr. Prince says the committee customarily 
meets in Washington on the Washington’s 
birthday preceding the convention. He says it 
will take about $25,000 to pay the expenses at- 
tending the convention. This amount has, in 
the past, been subscribed by the citizens of 
the cities in which the convention is held. The 
money goesto payforthe hall, the expenses 
of thirty-eixht members of the National Com- 
mittee, the official stenographer and the 
printing of. the official procee — 2 Such a 
sum, Mr. Prince thinks, might eusily be raised 
among the merchants und the railroads cen- 
tering here. A convention of such impor- 
tance, Mr. Prince thinks, would zwe an im- 
petus to business of all kinds, and certainly 
would yield large sums to the railroads. There 
are seven first-class hotels inthe city. In the 
matter of a hall Boston thinks she can beat 
the country. They say there isn’t a bigger 
nora finer hall between the two oceans than 
the longitudinous Mechauics’ Fair Building 
in Huntington avenue. It can seat, it is 
claimed, 9,000 persons, with standing room 
for 4,000 more. The only objection to 
this hall for the purpose of a convention 
is that it is not near enough to the center of 
the city. As the convention is held during the 
summer Bostonians are pointing to the fact 
that the numerous shore resorts near by wouid 
offer delightiul attractions to the politicians 
after convention hours. Another arzument 
offered in favor of bringing the convention 
bere is that it would help to cement the North 
and South, the 1338 of representative 
Southerners in the city of Phillips and Gar- 
rison, it is claimed, being sure to have a good 
effect. Mr. Prince says the question of choos- 
ing the ‘‘Hub’’ will surely come up at tue 
meeting next February.

The boys 
told the officers that they were afraid to ap- 
pear auainst Tannehill because he had 
threatened to do them personal injury 
if they did, and Mrs. Gardbausea 
stated that friends of his had called on her to 
request that she would not appear against 
him. They apologized for him on the ground 
tbat he was drunk atthe time and regretted 
what he had done.

DICKENS AND “DICK.” 


THE GREAT NOVELIST’S DESCRIPTION OF 
THE LATE ©. R. GARRISON. 


Scene Recorded tn “American Netes”— 
An Exquisite Bit of Tenderness Showing 
the Author’s Love for Children—The Lit- 

© Baby Who Died So. Fearfulh This 
Week the Central Figure—An Incident of 
the First American Trip. 


The death of C. R. Garrison, who was the 
son of D. R. Garrison, and who left this world 
so horribly by falling down the mining shaft 
at Webb City, Monday afternoon, has at 
tracted a great deal of attention, and has 
called to the mind of those who knew 
him closely, the fact that his ad- 
vent upon this planet also attracted a great 
deal of attention. Inthe latter case, not di- 
rectly as in his death, but, nevertheless, more 
extensively, because his littie life was woven 
into the susceptible nature of the great 
Dickens and through him became known to 
nearly all of the American people. His life 
ended in a tragedy; it began, to Dickens’ 
mind, with a drama. 

It was in January, 1642, that Charles Dick- 
ens on his first tour left the East fora trip 
through the West. He came out to St. Louis 
In that journey, and by June 7 was back in 
the East. It was on his travels from Louls- 
ville to St. Louis by steamboat that he met 
with a baby, who figured in a scene so sweetly 
described by the novelist that thousands of 
persons will think tenderly of the person who 
made such an impression on the great writer. 

The baby described in what follows was C. 
R. Garrison, who was then on his way to the 
home his little eyes had never seen. The 
excerpt tells the rest. Few of those who at yes 
terday’s services looked thr ugh the coffin 
lid upon the mangled features lying 


stillin eternal sleep, guessed that that face 
over forty years azo,had by ite sleeping peace, 
touched one of the greatest hearts that ever 
throbbed. 

Dick“ Garrison often read and reread 
with increasing interest the stury of the love 
with which his early years were biest. To his 
most intimate triends he often read the part of 
the American Notes in which his babyhood 
is thus described: . 

THE LITTLE WOMAN'S LOVE. 


On the fourth night after leaving Louisville we 
reached St. Louls, and here | witnessed the conclu- 
sion of an incident, trifling enough in itself but very 
Pleasant to see, which had interested me during the 
whole journey. 

There was a little woman on board with a little 
baby; both little woman and little child were cheer- 
ful, go: — See —— 2 and fair t\ see. The 
litle woman h.d been passing a long time with her 
sick mother in New York. 

The baby was born in her mother’s house, and she 
had not seen her husband (to whom she was now re- 
turning) for twelve months, having left him a month 
or two after their marriage. 

Well, to be sure, there never was a little woman so 
fullof hope and tenderness and love and anxiety as 
this little woman was; and all day long she wondered 
whether He“ would be at the w arf; and whether 
ie had got her le ter; and whether. if she sent the 
baby ashore by somebody else. He would know it, 
meeting it iu the street; which, seeing that he had 
never set eyes upon it in his life, was not very likely 
in oe abstract, but was probable enough to the young 
mother 

She was such an artlers little creatare, and was 
in such a sunny, beaming. hopeful state, and let out 
all this matter clinging close about her heart so 
freely, that all the other lauy passengers entered into 
the spirit ot it as much as she: and the (Captain (who 
heard all about it from his wife) was wondrously sly, 
I promise you; inquiring, every time we met at table, 
asin iorgetfulness, whether she expected anybody 
to meet her at St. Louis, whether she would want t 
fo ashore the night we reached it (but He supposed 
she wouldn't), and cutting many other d.y jokes of 
that nature. 

There was one little weazen, dried-apple faced_old 
woman who took occasion io doubt the constancy of 
husbandsin such circumstances o bereavement; and 
there was another lady (with a lap dog) old enough to 
moralizeon the lightness of human affections, and 
yet not so old that she could heip nursing the baby 
now and then, or laughing like the rest when the 
littie woman called it by its father’s name, and 
asked it ali manuer of fantastic questions concerning 
him and the joy of her heart. 

It was something of a biow to the little woman, 
that when we were within twenty miles ot our destinua- 
tion, it became clearly necessary to put this baby to 
bed. But she got over it with the same good humor; 
tied a handierchief around her bead, and came luto 
the gallery with the rest. 

Iheu such an oracle as she became in reference to 
the luc lit es! And such facetiousness as was dis- 
played by the married ladies! and such sympathy as 
was s own by the single ones! and such peals of 
laughter as the little woman herself (who would just 
as soon have cried) greeted every jest with! 

At last there were the lights of st. Louis, and here 
was the wharf. and those were the steps. and the 
little woman, covering her itace with her hands and 
laughing (or seeming laugh) more than ever, ran 
into her own cabin and shut herself up. I have no 
doubt that in the charming inconsistency of such ex- 
ciiement she stopped her ears. lest she should hear 
Him“ asking tor her; but 1 did not see her do it. 

Then a great crowd of people rushed on board, 
though the boat was not yet made fast, but was wan- 
dering about, among the other boats, to ind a land- 
ing-place; and everybody looked for the husband: 
and nobody saw him: when, in the midst of us all— 
Heaven knows how she ever got there—there was the 
little woman clinging with both arms tight round the 
neck of a fine, ,ood-look ng, sturdy young fellow! 
and in a moment afterwards, there she was again, 
actually clapping her littie hands for 921 as she 
dragged him through the small door o er small 
cabin, to look at the baby as he lay asieep!

IN THE COMMITTEE. 


THE BILL TO PROVIDE FOR A GENERAL 
SPRINKLING OF THE CITY. 


Arguments Before the Mayor on the Ap- 
proval of the Bill Vacating a Section of 
North Main Street—Important Witnesses 
Summoned To-Day by the Gas Investiga- 
tion Committee—A Half Holiday at the 
City Hali—Municipal Matters. 


Chairman Stone of the Ways and Means 
Committee of the House of Delegates has 
called a meeting for 8 p. m. to-morrow 
to consider the bill providing for 
the submission to the people of an 
amendment to the charter providing for the 
levy of a special tax to pay for street sprink- 
ling. There seems to be very little difference 
of opinion as to the necessity of making 
a change in the law. In respunse to an 
inquiry concerning the bill Chairman Stone 
to-day slad: The committee has not yet con- 
sidered the bill at all, but no time will be lost 
in- passing on it. At present I don’t see 
any reason why the bil cannot be 
disposed of at to-morrow’s session of the 
committee, and reported to the House to- 


morrow night, though the discussion ma 
tuke a shupe that will necessitate holding bac 
the report for sometime. I den'tthink ita wise 
lan to tack on other amendments to the bill. 
t should. I think, be put before the people 
as a clear-cut issue and he the only 
amendment submitted to the people at 
the proposed wy Something must 
certainly be done to make provision for street 
sprinkling. The people will never consent to 
go back to the old style of private subscrip- 
tions to pay for sprinkling. Any 
one who nows anything about 
municipal finances knows that we cannot raise 
enoush mondy out of the municipal revenue 
to defray such an expense. Why, you remem- 
ber what a struggle we had last June to raise 
$80,000. We ha cramp every woe 
to do it and then had totake $40,000 m the 
Street Drpartment, crippling it pretty 
badly. After encountering those difficulties in 
ruising — money to carry it on 
for three months I think we had better not try 
to raise money out of the revenue to carry on 
the sprinkling for the whole season.’’ P 

Delegate Hays, another member of the Wa 
and Means Committee, said: ‘‘I favored the 
present bill and am in favor of the amend- 
ment. At the time the present bill for Lederal 
sprinkling was before the House 1 
had an idea that its provisions were not the 
wisest that could be made, but the festivities 
were coming on and there was no time leit to 
undertake such a plan as the one 
now in contemplation. 1 do not think 
the bill will meet with any opposition 
inthe House. I understood that there was 
some disposition to raise some technical egal 
objections, but I have since been informed 
that City Counselor Bell approves of the 
form of the bill, and that there is no 
xround for objection to the legality of the pro- 
posed step. Il think the bill will vo through in 
good time. As I undeistand it, it is necessary 
to give sixty days’ notice of the proposed 
election, so that in order to have the election 
in February it will be necessary to put the 
bill through without much delay. 


Vacating Main Street. 


To-day a delegation of citizens interested 
in North Main street property appeared 
before Mayor Francis to argue ior and 
against the approval of the bill vacating 


that street between Mallinckrodt and Salis- 
bury streets. The bill was introduced in the 
Municipal Assembly by President Mallinck- 
rodt of the Chemieal-works, located on 
the street which runs between the bulidings 
owned by the company. It was passed in the 
Assembly, andis now before the Mayor for 
signature or veto. The officers of the 
works stated that the vacation of the 
street was asked because there was no other 
room for extending the manufactory and 
that rivacy was absolutely neces 
sary. or this reason they could 
not well continue the business It 
the roadway running through the works was 
generally used. They cited the fact that the 
street was not used at present and that the 
traveling public would suffer no 
serious inconvenience by the approbation 
ofthe bill. Messrs. Geo. A. Castleman, Oscar 
Ried, Mr. Schnelle of the Schnelle—Querl 
Luin ber Company and W. G. Clark also ap- 

ared before His Honor. Mr. Olark re- 
erred to the fact that the Chemical 
Company had objected to the grant of the 
franchise to the Merchants“ Terminal Com 
pany, which contemplated using a small 
part of the street. Mr. Schnelle 
also objected to the approval ot 
the bill. r. Castleman disputed the legal 
right to vacate the street. After hearing the 
arguments — eg Fran is said he would take 
the matter under consideration. He has ten 
days within which to act on the bill.

Whe Magnificent Structure Burned to the 
Ground — Less About Three Hundred 
Thousand Dollars —Small Insurance— 
Freight Depot and Contents Destroyed— 
Hotel scorched—Other Fires. 


CINCINNATI, O., December 1.—At 1:30 this 
morning a general alarm sounded and called 
the entire fre department to the Strobridge 
Lithographing Company’s great building on 
the northeast corner of Elm and Canal streets. 
The flames devoured theentire building, and 
in less than forty minutes the walls fell in. 
The loss is total and will probably be not less 
than $250,000, but by some it Is estimated as 
high as half amillion. Strobridge & Co. bave 


insurance of $150,000 in forty companies. The 
fire started in the second story, but no one 
knows how. There isa bare suspicion of in- 
cendiarism. The Strobridge Company have 
an office in New York and one in London, En- 
giand, but their work is done here. 

The building wes a fine structure, five stories 
in height and fronting over a_hundred feet on 
the north side of the canal. It was filled with 
costly machinery, including fifteen litho- 
graphie presses. Its stock of paper and of 
finished and partly-finished work was very 
large, estimated to be $100,000. Most of the 
winter work for theatrical companies was 
finished, but a large portion was stillin the 
building, and a number of theatrical companies 
will be without material to properly bill their 

lays. Among those suffering inthis way are 

harles A. Hoyt’s three companies, ‘‘The Tin

THE HARPER TRIAL. 


Broker Wilshire’s Testimony Discloses Some 
Remarkable Banking Methods. 


CINCINNATI, O., December 1.—The Harper 
trial was resumed this morning, with J. W. 
Wilshire, the good-looking broker, on the 
stand. His testimony in chief had been of the 
most direct nature, showing that he had 
purchased for Harper inthe Chicago market 
about twenty million bushels of wheat, of 
which tbey were holding 14,000,000 when the 
crash came last June. The loss 
represented by the breaking of their 
corner was from $3,000,000 to $4,000,000. 
He said he never could tell exactly what the 
total nominal loss was, for the reason that his 
Chicago brokers had never rendered an ac- 
count showiug what had been realized on 
closing out their deal. In every way he made 
it clear that Harper was his ect eos that 
his checks on the Fidelity Bank were not 
against any balance there to his credit, but 
that he was given to understand that they 
were to be protected by Harper. 

WILSHIRE LOADED. 

When it came to the cross-examination, WII- 
shire proved to be loaded for more than one 
kind of game. His statements to-day will 
cause some squirming in other quarters. 
Nearly the firat question asked by Maj. Black- 
burn for the defense brought out the fact that 
Wilshire had deposited checks aggregating 
$300,000 on the First National Bank of this 
city, and $95,000 on the Merchants’ Bank 
with the Fidelity where they were treated as 
cash.

The 
C.. B. & Q. has postponed the date of the 
reduction from December 4 to Decem- 
ber 20, and it ig believed that before 
this time there will be a meeting and the whole 
matter willbe settled. One thing, however, 
seems pretty definitely settied, and this 
is that the rates, while they will not come 
down to an interstate basis, will be reduced 
considerably. 
DISCRIMINATION. 

An article In the Salina (Kan.) Herald calls 
attention to about as gross a piece of dis- 
crimination as can be made on the 
part of the Missouri Pacific. It shows 
that the rates from St. Louis to Salina, Kan. 
are nearly double the rates from St. Louis to 
Louisville, Neb., although the two are 
exactly the same distance. On the 
hundred-weight in different classifications 
the overcharge to Salina omounts to from 12 
to 6 cents, and on the carload from $16.50 
to 320. This is a matter in which 
not ont the Salina merchants, but 
the St. Louis merchants are interested, as 
there is Chicago competition at Salina. The 
railroad is going against a decision of the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission in this case. 

WABASH REORGANIZATION. 

Speaking of the plan for the reorganization 
of the Wabash system, which was published in 
brief in the POST-DISPATCH last week, Vice- 
President Howe said that while it 
would require some time to set - 
tle the present difficulties of the 
road there was no expectation of itnot being 
accomplished eventually. The bondholders 
have some time in which to turnin their old 
bonds, and it is possible that a foreciosure 
may be necessary before the new bonds can be 
issued.

CHINESE MASONS. 


A Curious Lodge of Them in New York 
—Their Meeting-Place. 


From the New York WORLD. 

Old Masons were until late of the opinion 
that no such a thing as a Chinese Mason exist- 
ed. One gentleman said he had seen Arabs 
and Turks who were good Masons, but to the 
best of his knowledge no Chinaman was in the 
Order. Nevertheless, there are not only Chi- 
nese Masons, but right here in New York there 
is a Chinese Masonic lodgein full blast with a 


membership of overthree hundred. It is a 
native organization, not allied directly to the 
Free and Accepted Masons, but suid to be 
founded on principles very nearly akin. 

The lodge-room is at No 18 Mott street, sec- 
ond floor front, and has recently been remod- 
eled and refitted in very good shape,all newly 
painted and cleaned. he lodge furniture is 
of Chinese design, and imported from China 
expressly for the society at a great expense. 
A tall flagstaff with a rope for running up col- 
ors ison top of the building. Abovethe door 
as one enters the lodge-room is a red sign in 
native characters signifying ‘‘Chinese Ma- 
sonic Society,’’ and down the sides are two 
long slips of red paper bearing the mottoes. 
One of these is Do good to one another, 
and the other relates to the business of the 
order. 

The interior is like most Chinese quarters, 
only lighter, and not full of odd turns and un- 
suspected corners. Immediately on entering 
one is led intoa sort of ante-room, and thence 
into the main or lodge- room. At the lower 
end of the room is the altar, and avery valu- 
able one it is, costing in China $1,500. Above 
it is an alcove in which a colored drawing is 
suspended. It is not the least curious thing in 
the place, the design being three figures, 
one seated and two others vending 
over his shoulder. The seated fig- 
ure represents the venerable father 
of Chinese Masonry. The face is heavy, 
placid and adorned with along black beard. 
The other two ure respectively the spirits of 
light and darkness, who are supposed to. be 

iving him counsel. In front of the altar a 
amp is hung. Itis never extinguished, and 
burns in commemoration of the dead of the 
order. Another emblem is two sticks of san- 
dal-wood punk thrust into a box of sand. 
They keep smouldering away and fill the air 
with a faint but sweet perfume, 

On the wall is a long board and on this 
are pusted a great number of sheets 
of paper covered with Chinese hiero- 
givphics. These are the lists of mem- 
bers voted on inthe New York lodge. Near 
the roster hang two buoks. One of these is 
sent-out from the Supreme Lodge at San Fran- 
cisco, and gives a detailed account ofa num- 
ber of cases of those in distress and sickness 
and the whereabouts ofeach one who needs 
help. Theother is a subscription book in 
which the various amounts subscribed are en- 
tered. At intervals these two books and the 
amount raised are transmitted to the Supreme 
Lodge, from which the defendent members 
are relieved. 

Meetings are not held upon regular nights, 
but at intervals decided upon by the digaita- 
ries of the order, as the necessities of business 
may demand. The members are notified of 
meetings, held generally on Sunday nights, 
by the appearance of atriangular flag at the 
top of the pole on top ofthe house. This fla 
is white and bears the picture of a huge re 
dragon with its tail towards the point. here 
are grips, signs and passwords exactly as in 
an American lodge. ‘‘The traveling card’’ 
of this society is quite a curiosity in itself. It 
is a square of red silk inscribed with Chinese 
characters, and is adocument highly prized 
by all its possessors.

A Gypsy Escaping Death Only to Be Hanged 
Again.

Before 
ong the gypsy began to return to conscious- 
ness, the color came back into his face, and 
nothing remained of bis late experience but a 
certain feeling of discomfort. 

At the next public house the peasants 
stopped to take a drink after their success in 
doing justice out of one of her sacrifices. The 
innkeeper, who was well known to be always 
on the side of the thieves, shook with loud 
laughter as the men told of their adventure. 
But the Thick end of the wedge appeared when 
the two Samaritans, after a deep draught, 
came back to their cart, for the ungrateful 
brigand had driven away in spite of the 
‘‘certain feeling of discomfort.’’ 

He had, however, not quite counted the cost. 
The innkeeper borrowed the peasants’ two 
fresh horses, and soon the gypsy was over- 
taken, to be driven back and once more 
hanged on the same gallows. To tell the 
truth, adds the writer, the dilettanti were 
cleverer in this case than the professional 
hangmen, for the brigand was this time quite 
dead. Aftera short time the story became 
public; the peasants were imprisoned, and 
their case kept the cieverest lawyers of the 
day for a long time hard ut work.

THE TRUST QUESTION. 

Pending a municipal investigation of 
the charge that the St. Louis Gas, Fuel 
& Power Company has violated the con- 
ditions of its franchise by consolidating 
or pooling its earnings with other corpo- 
rations or persons, we are told that no 
such charge can be proved against the 
company, and thatit cannot be held re- 
sponsible for what the owners of a major- 
ity of its stock may haye done with their 
stock. If they have placed their stock 
under the control of a trustee who hasa 
similarly-conditioned control of the ma- 
jority of a competing gas corporation’s 
stock, thatis something which the com- 
pany cannot prevent. It is responsible 
for its own acts as a corporation, and so 
long as these are not in violation of its 
charter, nor in conflict with the condi- 
tions of its franchise, the dealings of its 
individual stockholders with a trust“ 
aud their individual contracts with a 
trustee are mere matters of individual 
concern and responsibility, with which 
neither the company nor the city can in- 
terfere. 

This looks plausible enough, but if it 
can be shown that this trust“ arrange- 
ment practically amounts toa pooling of 
the control and profits of two competing 
concerns when either corporation is bound 
by contract to keep clear of any amalga- 
mation of business interests or pooling 
with “any other corporation or person,“ 
will the ‘ ‘trustee’ device enable the cor- 
poration to virtually violate its contract 
with impunity? That is a question of law 
yet to be decided, and the decision of it 
will decide the question whether any cor- 
poration can be held to an observance of 
any condition of its franchise which an 
irresponsible ‘‘trust’’ may choose to 
evade. 

Another interesting legal question in 
this connection is as to the legal 
right of a trustee who is the mere 
creature of a private agreement to exer- 
cise practical control over the business 
and franchises of two corporations char- 
tered for a public service. This question 
can be easily brought before the courts. 
Any person having an interest in its 
decision may act as relator in quo war- 
ranto proceedings, and the statutes of 
Missouri make it the duty t the Attorney- 
General or any Circuit or Prosecuting At- 
torney of the county to begin such pro- 
ceedings against “any person who shall 
‘‘usurp, intrudeintoor unlawfully hold 
or execute anv office or franchise.” Al- 
though the power exercised by the trustee 
be conferred by the stockholders, their 
right to confer itisas questionable as his 
rigbt to exercise it. It certainly puts the 
corporation under a control at variance 
with purposes for which it was chartered 
and not recognized in its charter or con- 
templated in the act conferring a public 


franchise.

The ‘‘bucket-shop’’ 
may tempt the dishonest clerk to steal a ten- 
dollar or a twenty-dollar bili. The Stock Ex- 
change often does tempt the trusted cashier 
or bank presidant to embessle hundreds of 
thousands of dollars. 

If dealing in futares and buying and selling 
what the seller does not possess and the 
buyer does not intend to purchase is gambling, 
it is gambling when practiced to the extent of 
millions of dollars just as much as when it in- 
volves only a twenty-doillar bill,

NAVY DEPARTMENT.

The Ex-Secretary On the Work of the Com- 
ing Session—The Outlook for 1888—A 
Good Word for Blaine—Senator Sherman 
Declines to Discuss Public Questions or 
Presidentia] Proababilities—Edmunds On 
Tariff Legisiation. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPaTCH. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., December 1.—Senator 
William E. Ohandler, ex-Seoretary of the 
Navy, was seen last evening by the Post-Dis- 
PATCH correspondent. Senator Chandler was 
elected last summer to fill out the term of the 
late Senator Pike of New Hampshire. Mr. 
Chandler left his summer home at Concord 
two weeks ago and removed to his residence 
bere. His Washington home is a large and 
elaborately-furnished establishment within 
easy reach of the White House. It has been 
openly rumored that Mr. Chandler has arrived 
here in advance ofthe majority of the mem- 
bers 80 as to look after some naval affairs. Itis 
said Mr, Whitney's overturning of some of Mr. 
Chandler's ideas has not pleased him. Sens 
tor Chandler is supposed tobe on the war- 
path, and expects to be a member of the Com- 
mittee on Naval Affairs, if notthe Ohairman, 
Don Cameron was Chairman last year, and, 
although ex-Secretary Chandler is known to 
be the best posted on matters pertaining to 
the navy, still he is a new Senator and may 
not get the first place on the committee. Sen- 
ator Chandler will have a good opportunity, 
however, to look after Secretary Whitney, 
and itis believed that he has something he 
wants investigated. 

WORK OF THE SESSION. 

The Post-DisPaTCH correspondent was re- 
ceived inthe front parlor. Senator Chandler 
said: ‘‘There isa great deal ot work for the 
coming session to attend to, but it will be 
done very slowly. This is the last 


session before the Presidential campaign, and 
the members of both parties will perform 
their duties with an eye to the effect on the 
Presidential situation in 1888. I don't like to 
be interviewed on general subjrcts, because it 
looks as if, now that I have been elected Sen- 
ator for two years, I want to rash into print 
with my opinionsand ideas. When I was in 
the Navy Department. I was always willing to 
state the fucts in regard toanything connected 
with the department, but I never like to give 
general talks. You spoke of Mr. Biaine’s giv- 
ing you an interview just before he sailed, and 
that reminds me of avery funny story T saw 
recently, about an attempt to interview him 
when he was coming into Paris on a train. 
Mr. Blaine positively refused to talk, and the 
correspondent then gave adescription of his 
movements in the minutest detail. It was very 
funny.’

Gen. Sheridan Talks About the Retirement 
of Old Officers.

WasHINGTON, D. C., December 1.-—The 
Post-DISPATCH correspondent found Gen. 
Phil Sheridan in his library at his home on 
Rhode Island avenue yesterday. To the cor- 
respondent Gen. Sheridan said: I regard as 
the most importaat recommendation in my 
report the reference to the retirement of many 
officers who have been worn outin the seavice. 
I would not ask to have any man retired who 


did not wish to be, and did not for a moment 
intend to push any man unwillingly out of the 
service, but there is a large number who have 
not done any service for years and 
never will be assigned to duty 
asain. A great 1 have deen used 
up at the army posts up in the 2 countries. 
It is a very strange thing, but it is, however, 
a fact that we have more rheumatism in dry 
climates thaninthedampones. It’s generally 
supposed that wet weather and dampness are 
conducive to rheumatic troubies, but it is not 
sv. Our books show thatit is in a dry atmos- 
phere that our men suffer. It dries them up 
like mummies, stiffens their joints and unfits 
them for duty. Many of the men have been at 
home op sick leave as long as nine years, and 
in that time have not done any duty of an 
hour’s duration. They are living at home 
drawing theirfullpay. They are of no value 
to the army and never will be. They don’t feel 
like resigning and losing all source of income, 
but wiil glad to be retired on half pay. 
With this income they can live, and some are 
able to do sume little work while at home, but 
as far as the army is concerned they are vailue- 
less. Now, to be retired is what 8 want, and 
itis only just to them and itis only fair to raise 
the men who are doing the work to the proper 
rank and consequent pay.

It can- 
not be exactly foretold what the results will 
be from a reduction of the taxes. You re 

memberthat the taxon tea and coffee was 
taken off some time ago, aud what was the 
result? The income from these products was 
withdrawn from the Treasury. ut the price 
of tea and coffee remained as high as ever. 
The importers made the extra profit and we 
lost the taxes. Now, how will it work on 
other goods? As I said, there are a rent 
many things to be carefully considered on this 
turiff question. At this time 1 don’t care to 
go into any discussion of it.“

THE RUSSIAN’S NOVELS THR POPULAR 
CRAZE IN WASHINGTON SOCIETY. 


Mrs. Senator Cockrell’s Sapply of English 
and French Transiations—Cabinet Ladies 
and Their Literary Tastes—The High 
Tone of Society at the National Capital— 
American Statesmen as Good French

HIGH rom OF WASHINGTON SOCIETY. 

Washington society has a far higher tone 
than people not acquainted with it suppose, 
and its ladies have other duties than those 
performed before the looking-glass. They 
have to keep up with the times, both in poll 
ties and literature, and it would be unpardon- 
able for a noted woman in Washington society 
not to know what was going on in Congress and 
about the White House.

A SUIT FOR $20,000 REVIVES AN OLD BANK 
SENSATION. 


The Loss of $8,000 From the East St. Louis 
Bank and the Mystery Surrounding Its 
Disappearance—One of the Causes Which 
Led to Cashier Meumann’s Death—A 
Hard Fight Threatened—Other Matters 
of Interest. 


A suit for $20,000 was brought by Attorneys 
Holbert and Cockrell in the Circuit Court at 
Belleville yesterday afternoon for the Direct- 
ors of the East St. Louis Bank against Herman 
Eisenhardt of St. Louis, the bondsman of the 
late Col. Meumann, Cashier of the bank up to 
a few months previous to his death. The suit 
is brought for the recovery of $8,000, which 
mysteriously disappeared from the bank vault 
in July, 1886. The money was in a package 
with some valuable papers, and one 
morning Col. Meumann discovered 
that it was missing and at once 
reported the loss to the Directors. The 
knowledge of the shortage leaked out and for 
several days there was a run on the bank, but 
as all payments were made promptly the de- 
positors regained confidence and put their 
money inagain. A meeting of the Directors 
was held when the loss was discovered, and 
Col. Meumann asserted his innocence of the 
embezzlement. His avowal was believed and 
he was still retained as Cashier. The loss, for 
which he was unable to account, wor- 
ried bim so, however, that he 


began to kal in health, and in 
a few months it became evident that his men- 
tal condition was such * retirement from 
active life was necessary. ed by his friends 
to resign he did go, and Paul W. Abt was ap- 
8 Cashier in his stead. On last Friday 

Meumann died, and there is no doubt 
that his death was due to worry over the inex- 
plicable loss of the $8,000 from the bank vault. 
At the time the money was taken Col. Meu- 
mann informed a POST-DISPATCH reporter 
that he had his suspicion who 
took it, but he would not make 
them public unless asked by the Directors. 
Besides Col. Meumann, Mr. ank Bow- 
man, President ofthe Bank, and two assist- 
ant cashiers, Messrs. Boismenne and Ramsey, 
had access to the vault. 

Mr. John B. Lovingston, a Director of the 
bank, saidthis morning when asked about 
the suit, thatthe action was brought as the 
only way in which justice could be done to 
the stockholders. Col. Meumann, he said, 
was an honest man, and no doubt 
of his honesty had ever been en- 
tertained by the Directors, but of 
course he being Cashier of the bank and under 
bond was legally responsible for the loss of 
the money. Mr. Herman Eisenhardt of St. 
Louis, who was Col. Meumann’s bondsman, 
and named in the latter's will as heir to his 
estate, valued at about $4,000, speaking of the 
sult brought against him, said thathe would 
fight it to the bitter end, and did not think he 
could be held responsible for the shortage. 
He said that he had gone on Col, Men- 
mann’s bond fifteen years ago, but al- 
though Col. Meumann was regularly 
reappointed annually the bond had never 
been renewed and he did not understand that 
it was perpetual. Col. Meumann, be said, 
had informed him of the name of the person 
who he believed had taken the money, and he 
had never for a moment entertained the belief 
that Meumann had himself embezzled it. The 
case will come to trial at the next term of 
court and will doubtless be sensational, as it 
will probably bring out who did steal the 
money.

The departure of Caruthers for his home last 
night has put an end tothe negotiations for 
his signing with Brooklyn, for the present at 
least, but there is no doubt that he will not be 
in St. Louis next season. Foutz has been 
transferred to Brooklyn, as announced in Tues- 
day’s Post- DISPATCH, but this will not inter- 
fere with the purchase of Caruthers by that 
city if the player can be induced to sign with 
the club. 

The players now sold or transferred are 
Foutz, Oaruthers, Gleason, Welch and 
Bushong. With these men out the old St. 
Louis Club is no more. Comiskey, Robinson, 
Latham and O' Neil are all that have been left 
of the once unconquerable aggregation, and it 
is doubtful it base ball will ever see its like 
again. The old club never knew what defeat 
meant until broken and crippled they met the 
Detroits last October. They won everything 
there was to win, and they were, par excel- 
lence, the ball club of the world. The St. 
Louis champions are no more, and no team 
that can be patched up from the leavings can 
possibly hope to hold its own among the giants 
of the East and West. 

If St. Louis meets Detroit in the spring she 
will not win and she cannot hope to be better 
than third or fourth in the pennant race in 
1888. 

Hereafter the gulf between the words 
„Champion!“ and St. Louis“ will be un- 
fathomable and impassable. The Presi- 
dent of the club claims that he is acting for 
the best, and, of course, if an unconquerable 
team stands in the way of his own financial 
interests, he is right in casting aside any 
sentimentality when it clashes with dollars 
and cents. The people of St. Louis, however, 
will mourn and they cannot be biamed for 
doing it.

A BASE BALL CORNER-STONE. 


The Ceremony of Laying One Is Gone 


Through for the First Time. 


The Chicago and Philadelphia Clubs were 
given avery hearty reception upon their ar- 
rival in San Francisco. After their street 
parade November 20 they entered the ball 
ground, where they were greeted by the 
enthusiastic cheers of 15,000 people. The pro- 
cession marched to the home base, where the 
formality of the laying of a rubber home plate 


was to be gone through. The players 
formed into three sections, the Philadelpbias 
to the right, the Chicagostothe left and the 
St. Louis Browns in front of the batter’s box. 
Manager McNeil, of the Central Park grounds, 
then made avery appropriate speech of wel- 
come to the Eastern professional base bail 
players, and wound up bysaying: ‘‘The mere 
placing in position of this home-plate, which 
we are about to do, is in itself an insignificant 
affair, but the diamond is your temple and the 
home-plate is the corner-stone, and why 
should you not solemnize the layingof the 
home-plate as wellas other professions and 
organizations do the laying of the 
corner- stones of their temples? The lay- 
ing of this, the first rubber home-plate ever 
manufactured on the Pacitic Coast, signalizes 
your advent to San Francisco, and we hope in 
the future to be abie to look back tothe event 
with satisfaction and pleasure. I claim that 
there is no institution in the United States do- 
ing more good for the rising generation than 
the game of base ball. There is not a 
boy in the land who is not ambitious to become 
a good base ball player, and good players 
must be temperate in their babits. In con- 
clusion, Ihope this winter’s experience will 


wili be with us again next winter. 

This is the first demonstration that has ever 
been made over the laying of a home plate on 
a base ball fleld. 
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BLIND BOYS PLAY BALL. 


Prof. C. M. Woodward Describes a Very Pe- 
culiar Scene. 

Prof. C. M. Woodward, in the American 
Teacher, says: ‘‘When I was in Louisville, 
Ky., a while ago, I visited the ‘Institution for 
the Blind.’ While walking across the grounds 
I saw some boys under the trees playing with 
a ball and bat. I asked: ‘What boys are 
those?’ ‘They are blind boys,’ said the Su 
perintendent. ‘But, what are they doing?’ 
said I, thinking there must be some mistake. 


When he told me that the blind boys regularly 
layed a I could hardly believe 
im, and begged that I mignt be allowed 

to see them play. He said the boys 

would play after dinner for my special benefit. 

Ispent the morning in the school and work- 

rooms of the blind boys and girls, andI saw 

axureat many wonderful things. One of the 
strangest of all was a kindergarten with blind 
pupils. They were making figures or patterns 
rom a copy by putting plugs in holes. The 
plugs had square or round blocks on their 
ends But Iset out to tell about the base ball, 
not the kinderga”*en, so I will skip the dinner 
and take you out underthe trees where the 
gume is to be played. Five orsixof the best 
players were to play, and I believe that all but 
two of them were stone blind. The two could 
only see large objects, like the trunk of a tree, 

a man, ora gravel walk, Ido not think they 

could see a ball on the ground or in the air. 
They took turns at the bat, and each one 

was anxious to make his bases. Their way of 

— 4 and catching was this: The pitcher 

stood about six paces from the batter, while 

the catcher sgt squarely on the ground im- 

mediately behjnd the bat. When all were 

ready the pitther would count, ‘One, two, 
three,’ and gently toss the ball. The bat- 
ter would at just the proper moment, 

* his bat, and the catcher would spread 

out his hands and feet to stop the ball. 

He seemed to bear the ball as it passed 

the batter (and it generally did) and struck 

the ground, and it was most surprising to 
see him catch it in his arms on the first 
bound, and yet perfectly biind! If he failed 
to stop the ball he would pursue it on his 
hands and feet as spry as a dog and almost as 
keen on its track. Either he could hear the 
ballroli along the grass, or he could judge 
from the nature of the surface andthe known 
speed of the ball just how it would roll. His 
hands would sweep the grounds with great 
rapidity, and when he had the ball he would 
wy, oo his feet and rush for the home base. 

With the exception of the home base all 

the bases were trunks of large shade trees. I 
was astonished to see how rapidly the boys 
couldrun. They just flew over the ground 
making a great stamping on the smooth 
earth, until they were within five 
or six feet of a base and then they 
would feel up to it. Not once did 
they run against a tree, though it made me 
shudder to see how near they came to doing 
80. I suppose they knew when they were 
near a tree by hearing the echo of their steps. 
Occasionally the batter would make a good 
hit; then all hands but the runner went in 
search of the ball. As soon as he had mado 
his run he would join inthe hunt. They al- 
ways started offin the right direction, and did 
not hunt in each other’s tracks. Once the 
superintendent helped them find a bail that 
went some fi yards, but generally they 
found it themselves. Though this game was 
played for my benefit, the well-worn turf gave 
abundant proof of the fondness of the boys for 
the sport during their hours of play.’’ 


Foot-Ball in England.

BARRED OUT. 


SUBSCRIBERS TO EXPOSITION STOCK WHO 


CANNOT VOTE. 


More Than 
Treasurer’s Certificates 
Subscriptions Will Hare No Voice in 


Next Tuesday’s Election Because They 
‘Have Not Had Their Stock Issued—An 
Unexpected Decision of the Directors— 


Backed by Law — The Custom Hereto- 


fore. 


A curious question has arisen in connection 
with the Exposition election. 


stock of the company and paid up thelr sub- 


scriptions, or as many of the 300 as take an 


active interest in the election, will go to the 
Exposition building December 6 to find them- 
selves disfranchised. They will be informed 
that under aruling of the Board of Directors, 
backed up later by a legal opinion, they are, 
without notification, denied the right to par- 
ticipate in the election of the men who, for 
the next year, are to manage their property. 
The Exposition is the property of the holder 
of a single share of stock as well as of the 
large shareholder. His property interest is 
proportioned to his stockholding, but his 
rights areas strong, whatever his interest may 
be. The Board of Directors has denied to 
some stockholders this year the rights which 
are accorded other stockholders, and which 
were accorded to all under the same condi- 
tions last year and the year before. 

THE BOARD’S POSITION. 

The position taken by the Board of Directors 
is that these subscribers to the stock of the 
company are not stockholders, although they 
have paid the full amount of their subscrip- 
tion, because they have never exchanged the 
Treasurer’s receipt for the actual stock. In 
other words, A and B, having paid $5,000 each 
to the Treasurer of the St. Louis Exposition 
and Music Hall Association for 400 shares of 
the stock of the association, are dis- 
tinguished in the eyes of the in- 
spectors of the election because A has 
gone through the formality of exchanging bis 


Treasurer's receipt fora certificate of stock 
and B has forgotten or neglected to go through 
that formality. A therefore is permitted to 
vote while B is debarred from voting because 
he is not a ‘‘stockholder of record, and Bis 
not permitted to go through the formality of 


exchanying his receipt for a stock certificate ; 


now because the st .ck-books are closed and 
cannot be opened before the election. 

The way this state of affairs came to exist is 
about as follows: When the Exposition stock 
was subscribed a payment of 50 per cent of its 
face value, or 812.50 a share, was required of 
allsubscribers. The Treasurer of the Associa- 
tion gave printed receipts for the amount of 
each subscription paid. At the end of 
about a year, when the building was 
well under way, a call was made on the 
stockholders for the other 50 per cent of the 
subscription. This money was paid in and in 
return for it the Treasurer issued receipts 
which stated on their face that they were ex- 
changeable for stock at the office of the asso- 
ciation. Many of the stockholders paid in the 
balance of their subscriptions and then forgot 
or neglected to have the stock issued. They 
held the Treasurer’s certificates showing that 
they had subscribed and paid up 80 
many shares of stock and to 
all intents and purposes they 
were stockholders of the association. The 
Directors recognized this fact and permitted 
these subscribers to vote at every election. 
This involved some little trouble, some little 
inconvenience to the inspectors of election. 
In addition to the examination of the stock 
ledger they were, in many instances, obliged 
to go through the Treasurer’s receipt-book to 
ascertain whether or not certain stock which 
wanted to vote had been paid up. 

THE INJUSTICE OF IT. 

Afew weeks .gothe Directors met and dis- 
cussed this question. They had notified the 
holders of these certificates at various times 
to come in and get their stock. Many of them 
had done so, but many had not. The Board 
discussed the inconvenience of classing the 
certificate holders as stockholders and finally 
concluded that they would continue todo so 
no longer. Ignoring the fact that these cer- 
tificate holders had for years been allowed to 
exercise the rights of voters, these thirteen 
gentlemen determined, for their convenience, 
to disfrunchisethem. The laws of Missouri 
undertake to say who shaltund who shall not 
vote at a corporation election, but the Di- 
rectors did not consult the law. They under- 
took to make a little statute of their own 
whereby certain of the subscribers to 
the stock of the association would 
be denied their rights as stockholders. 
Either the holders of these certifi- 
had a right under the laws 
of Missouri to vote as stockholders or they 
had no right to vote. If they had no rights as 
stockholders under the law, the Directors had 
no right to permit them to vote at previous 
elections. If they had a right to vote, then 
the Directors had no right to deny them the 
privilege of voting in the election to come. 
However, not only did the Directors resolve 
that these gentiemen who had contributed 
their names and their money to the success of 
the Exposition should not vote, but they 
failed to notify them of this decision, and, 
therefore, denied them the opportunity 
of qualifying as voters under the Directors’ 
new rules, by exchanging their Treasurer’s 
certificates for certificates of stock. It is too 
late to do this now, as the stock transfer book 
closed November 23, and no further entries of 
stock on the stock ledger can be made until 
the election is over. Besides, under the law 
stock must have stood in the voter’s name for 
thirty days, or since November 6. 

BACKED BY THE LAW. 

The Directors, through their representative, 
Secretary Johnston, consulted legal authority 
with the idea of discovering whether or not 
the laws of Missouri agreed with the Exposi- 
tion laws.
